“Sure my elephant eats four bales 
of hay a day,” the mayor confided to 
the throngs which packed Cohan’s 
grand opera house.

Thompson went on to explain why 
he had sued Lyle for $100,000 for 
criminal libel after the latter had ac- 
cused him of misappropriating funds 
collected for flood relief sufferers. 

“Lyle is the biggest crook and the 
biggest liar that ever ran for public 
office,” the mayor shouted, getting red 
in the face the while.

ing a life which, if Wclheim-had not 
lived it, might be set down as only an 


entrancing tale of fiction, 

He passed away at the apex of his 
career after. suffering from cancer of 
the stomach. At the bedside kneeled 
the companion of his life and his only 


-He was 50 years old, but for Holly- 
wood he was too young to die. His 
famous portrayals as the “tough guy” 
in many pictures and stage produc- 
tions had brought him to the zenith 
of his life in the world of make be- 
lieve, and when death came there laid 
before him the greatest promise of his 
career. 

Wolheim was one of the few in 
Hollywood who tumbled by’ accident 
into the life of the actor and long be- 
fore his debut, fate had prepared him 
for his parts. 

He was born in New York city on 
March 28, 1880, and for 38 years he 
lived the life of an ordinary man. He 
graduated in 1905 from Cornell Uni- 
versity: with a degree of engineering, 
His stocky build well befitted him for 
football and it was during a game 
with Pennsylvania in 1904 that the 
battered nose which later became fa- 
mous on stage and screen was first | 
misshapen. 

Running with the ball as a half- 
back, he was tackled hard and his) 
nose broken. | 

School life over, he became an in- 
structor im mathematics at Cornell 
Preparatory school and followed ama- 
teur athletics. | 

In 1918 Lionel Barrymore, the | 
noted actor, was dining in a New) 
York cafe. He saw across*the room, 
a broad-shouldered, pugnacious ap- 
pearing man. The striking, bulldog 
features of the face caught the ac- | 
tor’s eye and although he had never 
seen Wolhelm before, he introduced 
himself and explained his visit. 

Wolheim had an appearance that 
would suit admirably a part in a pro- 
duction, “The Judge,” in which Bar- 
rymore was appearing, and after some 
persuasion the actor induced Wolheim 
to give up his teaching and come to | 
the stage. 

Success greeted him almost from the.| 
start. Few who saw the stage produc- | 
tion «“What Priee Glory” have for- 
gotten the hard-boiled Captain Flagg, 
or Wolheim in. Eugene O’Neill’s fa- 
mous play, “The Hairy Ape.” 

In 1926 his success on the stage 
brought him film. offers and he turned 
to the camera. The tough top sergeant 
in “Two. Arabian Knights,” his role 
in “The Racket” and the _ two-fisted 
veteran soldier of “All Quiet on the 
Western Front” were regarded as his 
outstanding work in the films. 

Shortly before his death he had fin- 
ished ‘“‘Gentlemen’s Fate,” which is 
yet to be released and he had. been 
cast as| the managing editor in the 
“Front Page,” which is in production. 

Like another great character actor, 
the late Lon Chaney, Wolheim lived 
quietly in Hollywood. Although -his 
friends. were legion, he never was seen 
in society.

One such amendment would 
charge no interest to the veterans or 
would lower the rate named in the 
bill as it now stands, which is*4 1-2 
per cent. A second athendment in 
the interest of the veterans would 
have the government pay the vet- 
erans at once in cash the entire face 
amount of the certificates due in 1945, 
amounting to an aggregate of three 
and a half ‘billion dollars. This is 
the real objective of the movement in 
behalf of the veterans as it was when 
the movement. began. 

As respects these amendments to 
enlarge the benefits to the veterans 
they as well as any other amendment 
favorable to the ex-service men would 
normally be adopted by the senate by 
a large Majority. For a special rea- 
son, they probably will not be adopted 
now. They may not even be intro- 
duced. Senate leaders of the early 
movement to give the veterans the en- 
tire sum are now earnestly persuad- 
ing their fellow senate spokesmen of 
the veterans not to introduce this 
amendment or any other. 

The motives for abstaining are two. 
It is feared that if amendments en- 
larging the benefits are . introduced 
they will be debated at length and 
will therefore endanger the bill as a 
matter of time. It is feared also that 
if the senate should attempt to en- 
Jarge the benefits, there would ensue 
deadlock between senate and house 
over their respective versions of the 
bill. This likewise would consume 
time and thereby endanger the bill. 

A final fear has to do with the 
presumed necessity of passing the bill 
over a presidential veto. It is feared 
that if the bill were enlarged, the 

resident’s veto might be sustained. 
t is anticipated the president will 
veto the bill in any form ir which 
it is likely to pass. ‘The president 
has suggested changes which would 
make the bill less unsatisfactory to 
him. The president’s suggestions al- 
most certainly will. not he followed. 
Assuming the bill passes in the form 


in which it now is, and assuming the | 


president vetoes it, the bill will prob- 
ably be passed over his veto by the 
necessary two-third of each chamber. 

The net of it is that the bill will 
probably be adopted by the senate in 
practically the identical forg in which 
it now is. According to general ex- 
pectation, it will then be vetoed by 
the president. ‘Thereafter it will be 
passed by both chambers over the 
president’s veto with the required ma- 
jority of two-thirds or more,

. and English armies would share equal- 
ly. Under the Milner-Pershing agree- 
ment, it appears none go to France. 
The French have not been consulted. 
We might suppose that in compensa- 
tion the American troops arriving in 


June would be given to France. But | 


it now appears they are also to join 
the British. I wish to protest that 
this is not satisfactory. 

“I am not @iscussing the figure of 
120,000 men; I am prepared to ac-

There 
are close to 400,000 Americans in 
France at present, but only five divi- 
sions. or about 125,000 men, can be 
considered as combatants.

Lord Milner arose, much incensed 
at M. Clemenceau’s statement, which 
he considered quite unjust. 


“M. Clemenceau has intimated,”. he 
asserted, “that there was something 
mysterious about the London agree- 
ment. I believe that an explanation 
is necessary. He appears to believe 
that the agreement we signed is a 
reversal of the supreme war coun- 
cil’s decision. I know only of a joint 
note embodying the recommendations

of the military representatives, but it 
is of no value without the approval 
of the governments. 


“Besides, M. Clemenceau seems to be 
under the impression that half of the 
American troops were to go to France 
and the other half to England. I do 
not recollect any such decision. All 
that General Pershing and I have 
urged is that infantry and machine 
gunners should be sent to France. We 
had no intention of depriving France 
of any American troops. I do not 
know that anything has been said re- 
garding their allotment on arrival in 
France. We simply wanted to hasten 
their coming.” 


Pershing Maintains Our Independence. 

“In making the agreement with 
Lord Milner,” I interposed, “I had in 
mind bringing troops as rapidly as 

ssible to meet the existing situation. 

ord Milner is quite correct in stat- 
ing that there was no agreement as 
to the allocation of American troops 
either to the British or French armies. 
There is no agreement between my 
government and anybody else that a 
single American soldier shall be sent 
to either the British or French. 

“There is in existence an agreement 
between Mr. Lloyd George and myself 
that six divisions should be brought to 
France. Mr. Clemenceau will remem- 
ber that I spoke to him about going 
to London to arrange for the shipment 
of American troops to France, and 
that he approved because it would ex- 
pedite their arrival. I also spoke to 
General Petain about it.” 

M. Clemenceau remembered my 

speaking of it, but disregarding his 
previous approval continued his ob- 
jections, saying: 
_ “We have been informed that noth- 
ing had been decided on at Versailles, 
but. something has been decided on at 
London, and France was closely con- 
erne It was decided that 
six divisions should go to the British. 
Well, I will not argue about that. 
You announce to us artillery for the 
month of June. 

“Where four are in alliance, two of 
them cannot act independently. Noth- 
ing has been provided for France in 
June. | 
“The appointment of General Foch 
as commander-in-chief is not a mere 
decoration. This post involves grave 
responsibilities; he must meet the 
present situation; he must provide for 
the future. 

“I accept what has beén done for 
May, but I want to know what is in- 
tended for June.” 

Mr. Clemenceau said the French had 
not received certain specialists they 
had asked for, and also quoted from 
the conversation I had held with Gen- 
eral Foch with reference to sending 
over troops in May and June. 

lir. Lloyd George then said: 

“I am‘of M. Cliemenceau’s opinion. 
The interests of the Allies are identi- 
cal; we must not lose sighg of that, 
otherwise the unity of command has 
no meaning. We must consider what 
is best for the common cause. 

Cites Heavy British Losses. 

“What is the situation today? ‘ire 
British army has-had heavy fighting 
and has suffered heavy losses. All 
available drafts have been sent to 
France, and we shall send all who are 
available in May and June. This 
would be the case even if all the 
Americans who arrive in Europe dur- 
ing these months should be assigned 
to the British army. 
“At present certain British di- 
visions have been so severely handled 
that they cannot be reconstituted. 
pongee Foch will remember the num- 

r. 

“Yes, ten,” Foch answered, 

“As we cannot again put them in 
line,” Mi. Lloyd George continued, 


“they must be replaced by new units. 
The Germans are now fighting with 
the object of using up our effectives. 
If they can do this without exhausting 
their own reserves they will some time 
deal us a blow which we shall not be 
able to parry. 

“Tu the meantime, I suggest that the 
decision for the allotment of the 
American troops for June be taken 
up when that month arrives. In May. 
in fact. either of our two armies may 
be hard pressed. That is the one which 
should be reinforced. It is not desir- 
able now to decide how troops arriv- 
ing in June should be allotted.” 

To this, Foch replied: 

“It is undeniable that the British 
army is now exhausted; so let it re- 
ceive . immediate reinforcement. in 
May. But lately the French have had 
grave losses, notable at Montdidier, 
and both during the last few days 
have been fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der. So American aid is now needed 
almost as much for France as for 
Great Britain. Above this question of 
aid to the French or to the British 
is aid to the Allies. 

“We are agreed that the American 
army is to reinforce the British army 
at once: in June -we, too, shall need 
infantry and machine gun units. So 
let us make the agreement for June 

: once by saying: the same shipment 
of infantry and machine guns as for 
Mar. If there is tonnage available we 
shall devote it, after that, to the ele- 
ments necessary for filling up the 
American divisions. I am sure that 
General Pershing, with his generosity 
and his breadth of view, will grant 
the fairness of this view and will cx- 
tend for June the agreement decided 
upon for May.” 

Whereupon, Mr. Lloyd George gave 
support to the principle, saying that 
British recruits would not be avail- 
able until August and he understood 
it was the same for France, -when 
both would be able to furnish -their 
own recruits. He then asked that the 
May program be extended over June, 
in which M. Clemenceau joined. 

Pershing Iasists on Own Army. 

In reply, I said: 

“I do not suppose that we cr. to 
understand that the American army 
is —- entirely at the disposal of the 
French and British commands.” 

M. Clemenceau said that of course 
this was not the intention. 

Continuing, I said: . 

‘Ss for government and 


i 


tion to have our own army. The 
principle of unity of command must 
prevail in our army. It must be 
complete under its own command. I 
sheuld like to have a date fixed when 
this will be realized. I should like to 
make it clear that all American 
troops are not to be with the British, 
as there are five divisions with the 
French now and there will be two 
more in a short time. 

“As to the extension of the May 
agreement to June, I am not prepared 
to accept it. The troops. arriving in 
June will not be available for the 
front before the end of July or the 
middle of August. So we have the 
whole month of May ahead before de- 
ciding whether an emergency is likely 
to arise in June. I have explained to 
Lord Milner and General Foch why I 
do not wish to commit the American 
army so long in advance. If need be, 
I shall recommend the extension into 
June. I can see no reason for it now.” 


Mr. Lloyd George spoke again, and 
said that as a representative of the 
British government he fully approved 
the principle of an American army. ~ 


“It would not be reasonable or even 
honorable,” he continued, ‘‘to consider 
the American army as a_ reservoir 
from which we can draw. It is to 
our advantage to have a powerful 
American army as soon as possible to 
fight beside us, and as head of the 
British government I accept the prin- 
ciple. owever, at present we are 
engaged in what is perhaps the de- 
cisive battle of the war. If we lose 
this battle, we shall need tonnage to 
take home what there is left of the 
British and American armies. 


“What is our best hope of winning 


| this battle? 


“The decisive months will perhaps 
be those of September, October, per- 
haps later. If the American army 
could intervene at that time it would 
suit us all. I have no reason to be- 
lieve that these two opinions are. in- 
compatible, but we should not wait 
until the end of May to decide, for 
questions of tonnage are_ involved 
which we must go into now.” 


He proposed that the question of 
continuing the May program into 
June be held in abeyance two weeks. 
He then brought up the question of. 
the use of slower ships for troops, and 
thought 30,000 or 40,000 might: be 
transported in these ships. Both Ad- 
miral Sims and I had already pressed 
that point with the government. 


Foch for an American Army. 
~Mr. Lloyd George calculated that 
the British would be able to trans- 
port 150,000 per month as a maxi- 
mum, and that we could bring over 
40,000 to 50,000, which would allow 
us to include the auxiliary services 
required to complete our divisions and 
erganize our own army. But he asked 
that priority in embarkation be given 
the infantry and machine gun units. 

I approved this request up to six 
divisions, and stated that toward the 
end of May we could decide whether 
the program was to be continued into 
June, 

Then General Foch announced that 
he, too, favored the formation of an 
American army. 

“Nobody is more for the constitu- 
tion of a national American army 
tha. I,” he said, “for I know how 
much. more an army is worth when 
fighting under its own commander 
and under its own flag. But now the 
needs are immediate; there is a battle 
to be won or a battle to be lost. I 
ask for the continuation of the May 
program. 

“General Pershing asks that we 
transport the elements necessary for 
the constitution of his army; I am 
told that the tonnage will allow this; 
all the better: but in two weeks we 
shall all be’ dispersed, so we ought 
to decide today ‘to continue in June 
what was decided on for May. I ask 
Lord Milner, as well as General Persh- 
ing, to join me after the meeting 
to sign an agreement.” 

Replying that I was glad to hear 
General Foeh express himself so 
strongly im favor of an American 
army and that 'no one more fully ap- 
preciated the present situation, I said 
that it did not appear necessary for 
the council to decide today.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Com- 
‘plaining that the federal farm board 
has incurred already a loss of $45,000,- 


000 through its dealings in the cotton 
market, Senator McKellar, of Tennes- 
gee, today introduced in the senate 1 
resolution providing that the vice pres- 
ident suall appoint a committee of 
five senators to investigate the entire 
procedure of the board in regard to 
cotton. 

This committee would be empowered 
1» sit during the congressional recess 
at such places as it may deem proper 
and would report its findings at the 
next session of congress. The full text 
of McKellar’s resolutions follows: 

Whereas, in hearing recently held 
before the appropriations committee 
of the senate, evidence was offered 
showing that the prices of farm prod- 
ucts have constantly decreased since 
the institution of the farm board; and 
whereas as it developed at those hear- 
ings that the government was back- 
ing co-operative associations — in 
cotton that were not entirely respor- 
sible financially; that only four of 
them were responsible financially; 
whereas it developed that the govern- 
ment had taken over through cotton 
stabilization corporations 1,300,000 
bales of cotton which, in the opinion 
of all witnesses, constitutes a menace 
to the price of cotton in the particu- 
lar way in which it 
held; and 

Whereas, it was shown that the cost 
of handling cotton by. the co-operative 
associations was as great or greater 
than it was under the former system 
of dealing with this product; an-

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THE INESCAPABLE ISSUE. 


Some weeks ago The Constitution

Events of the week in the United 
States senate, featured by speeches 
from democrats who are for the 
amendment and others who. are 
against it, show that The Constitu- 
tion correctly forecast the critical 
and pungent issue that the party 
will have to face next year and upon 
which it will be forced to take a 
definite position. 

It will be most unfortunate to 
both parties if, in the meantime, the 
congress does not have the wisdom 
and courage to submit to the states, 
whether to their legislatures or to 
conventions, and preferably the 
latter, a substitute for the eighteenth 
amendment under which the good 
of prohibition may be preserved and 
the crowding evils that have sprung 
out of it may be reduced. 

Whether to continue manifestly 
futile efforts to enforce prohibition, 
as written in the. constitution now, 
or try a more promising policy, has 
grown into a wniversal problem 
throughout the nation. Common 
sense and the interests of public 
order and social safety demand a 
new revelation of public opinion. 
The way to get that is to submit the 
alternative amendment—the sooner 
the better.

with a chapter from the diary of his 
own young son, written in the year 
1980. This 60-year-old gentleman. 
asked by an Ameriean university for 
copies of the Ludwig works no longer 
available, which seem worth digging 
up for his centenary, finds one at 
last up in the garret. 

In 1980 things may be said which 
no self-respecting man would ever 
write about himself in 1930. Since 
in this book he maintains that the 
success of his biographies is due to 
concentration om details the rest of 
the world has ignored, it is possible 
that the ironic self-analysis of this 
last chapter may enhance the proph- 
et’s value in his own country. 

Young Ludwig says, speaking of his 
father, Emile: “For the whole of an 
afternoon, on which he pretended to 
be working hard and told us he was 
obliged to do so for our daily bread, 
he was in reality wandering all over 
the house arranging cigarets accord- 
ing.to their brand, or flowers accord- 
ing to their species. 
pulled the curtains to every day; they 
were either drawn too far or too lit- 
tle. He could not eat if his fork were 
placed crookedly. The straightness 
of gurden paths was his special care.” 
There are such details as his super- 
stitions and his little games: “He 
never could tear up a ‘visiting-card, 
cither his own or anybody else’s. He 
could not write tomorrew’s date and 
was dependent, if in a car, upon 
whether the next light showed on the 
left or on the right, and the number 
of his hotel room. 

“My mother must have suffered oft- 
en. He would make bets with himself 
in a hotel bedroom that he eould 
change his shirt with the door open 
before anybody walked down the cor- 
ridor. He was always preoccupied 
with dates, and seemed to possess a 
mystie calendar and as he could al- 
ways calculate when he would be 
ready with a book he always finished 
too soon. He never could stand any 
pause, and when a chapter was fin- 
ished wrote the number and title of 
the next on the new page, so as to 
pretend he was in the middle of it.” 


Financier’s 
Advice. 


More people seem to be guided by 
fancy than by reason in the conduct 
of their business and life, if oné is to 
believe an English economist who has 
just written a book under the name 
of Angas. Angas cites the case of a 
London financier who made an im- 
mense fortune on the stock exchange, 
and who told his son: “My boy re- 
member always that a human being is 
more inclined to be hopeful than to 
be discouraged. But I advise you to 
be guided rather by your moments of 
pessimism and to keep down your op- 
timism.” This is not to be taken as 
a rule for investment, but as a guide 
on the conduct of life in general. If 
the worst is not always certain, yet it 
seems true that one makes fewer mis- 
takes in judgment of men and things 
through pessimism than through op- 
timism. 

The same English capitalist had 
another set of precepts, which he be- 


tlieved, had paved him the way to 


wealth and power. Here are the 
main points of his advise to young 
businessmen: “Be exacting, but pa- 
tient.” “Be cool and _ pessimistic.” 
This does not mean that one should 
not be affectionate or social among 
friends. To sit and laugh alone is a 
sign of bitterness. “Laugh with your 
friends,” “Do not under any circum- 
stances be dragged along by the 
crowd,” 

This is good advise, but extremely 
difficulty to carry out. It requires 
firmness of character and power of 
discernment. One cannot expect to 
be always right in the face of the 
crowd that goes the other way. 

“Never get excited.” Not so hard 
on cold-blooded Englishmen, perhaps, 
but for others “of lesser breed with- 
out the law” to try it may mean heart 
failure or explosion. “After a period 
of intense activity, stop working, rest 
a while, but before resuming work 
assume an observant attitude for a 
while.” Lastly there is this: “Don’t 
let success get to your head. Keep 
sie ,and you will reap more success 
still.

HOLLYWOOD IN PERSON

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., -Feb. 18.— 
(NANA)—Death, that dark director, 
has closed another life story today. 
Louis Wolheim, famous strong man 
of the movies, played the last sequence 
as he lived—smiling fearlessly. 

Friends of the actor heard early 
this morning that he had succumbed 
to the illness which had necessitated 
an operation a few days ago. His ill- 
ness had been brief. His attitude to 
it characteristically nonchalant. 

When his intimates noticed with 
considerable concern that he had lost 
30 pounds in three weeks, he told 
them he had reduced preparatory to 


accepting a role which called for a° 


slender man. This morning, Doctors 
Norman Sprague and’ Clarence Hop- 
kins, who attended Wolheim, named 
the cause of death as cancer of the 
stomach, which had necessitated the 
operation and would have required a 
second one had Wolheim survived. 


The tremendous courage of the man 
is only equalled by that of Lon Cha- 
ney, who played up to the last moment 
in full knowledge that his days were 
numbered—who worked with death at 
his elbow and who insisted that no- 
body else be allowed to share the bur- 
den of that dread mnew tage pe him. 


Louis Wolheim’s personality has 
been one of the strange paradoxes of 
cinema histroy. He was 50 years of 
age yet looked about 40. Born in New 
York, he was a famous college athlete, 
a football hero and for many years 
professor of mathematics at Cornell 
University before the motion picture 
profession drew him away from his 
academic career. 

Movies saw in him a lovable bad 
man. He was the villain with .the 
broad streak of humanity—the tough 
guy with a heart of gold—the gruff 
one with the sentiment of a woman. 
It is perhaps this characterization of 
the sentimental, hard-boiled guy which 
will stand out as his greatest screen 
portrayal. Sergeant Kat in “All Qui.: 
on the Western Front’—an_ unfor- 
gettable characterization—the perfect- 
ly daawn portrait of a man whose 
face belied his spirit. When the great 
roles of cinema history are compared, 
few will hold up. with this one, this 
most subtle unfolding of a complex 
character. 


Few people know that Louis Wol- 


helm hated the very things which 
brought him fame. He disliked the 
broken nose—result of football games 
—which gave him a menacing look un- 
til one searched the depths of those 
kindly eyes, He had a great longing to 
appear just once before the public as 
he really was, one of the kindliest, 
most lovable and cultured men the 
screen has ever known. 3 

Some time back he conferred with 
local plastic surgeons about his nose. 
He wanted the bridge restored to its 
original shape,’ He learned from pro- 
ducers that he would lose valne with 
them should he do this; so he sacri- 
ficed the ambition of his heart to the 
needs of the profession. 

The screen has plenty of handsome 
men without personality. Louis Wol- 
heim with his broken nose, his kind- 
ly eyes, his tremendous magnetism, 
was worth a mint to any director. 


Personally I shall always remember 
him in the role of the convict pal in 
“Condemned.” To me_ the greatest 
death scene ever made was that one 
when Louis Wolheim, having given 
his life for his friend, is drowning 
and comes up through that muddy 
water, for the third time, to smile an 
unforgettable smile of love and loyalty 
before the seas blot him out forever. 

He died that way. Smiling. Hiding 
his heartbreak and. his knowledge of 
what was to happen from his wife 
and his nieee who sat at his bedside 
until the last. ‘Telling his friends he 
was dieting. Smiling in the face of 
their concern. Smiling . . with 
déath in his heart. Louis Wolheim—a 
fine actor, a good friend, a great man. 

He goes to join a group of his 
intimates, for never in the history of 
Hollywood have so many of the fa- 
mous gone across the shadow-line in 
one year’s time. Milton Sills, also 9 
mathematician with whom Wolheim 
sat many leng evenings far into the 
night, talking of things the lots of 
Hollywood would never comprehend.

TONSILLECTOMY BY DIATHER- 
MY OVER THERE. 

Last April an English doctor, Wal- 
ter Collins, reported in the London 
Lancet his experience in the removal 
of tonsils by diathermy. He had em- 
ployed this method in 150 cases, adults 
mainly, and he believes the method 
has every advantage of ordinary sur- 
gical tonsillectomy and none .of its 
divadvantages. Dr. Collins believes 
diathermy is not suitable for children 
under 14 years of age, since to them a 
general anesthetic is not so alarming 
as the appearance of the diathermy 
apparatus. 

In this country some of the more 
skilled specialists, doctors who know 
the art of managing children and gain- 
ing their confidence and co-operation, 
have found diathermy quite satisfac- 
tory for the extirpation of the tonsils 
on children as young as five or six 
years. Of course only the gxception- 
ally well bred child can have diather- 
my treatment * 

For adults Dr. Collins says no gen- 
eral anesthetic is required. It is suf- 
ficient to spray the throat with a lo- 
eal anesthetic. 

The whole treatment lasts only a 
few seconds. e British surgeon 
says ‘it is advisable to camplete the 
omy in two, three or four 

stages or treatments at intervals of a 
week or more. The patient should be 
examined at the end of a: month, and

~ Collins has his patients use a sim- 
le antiseptic mouth wash after meals, 
but absolutely forbids gargling. 

Following each such treatment the 
portion of tonsil. that has been coagu- 
lated or desiccated shrivels and grad- 
ually sloughs away. 

No secondary bleeding occurred in 
the 150 cases. It was never necessary 
to, hospitalize a patient. 

In England perhaps they have 
‘never been quite so radical, not to say 
rabid, about the removal of tonsils as 
we have been in this country. From 
the growling and snarling and grit- 
ting of teeth I fancy my plain and 
unchallenged assertions about the ton- 
sillectomy scandal in this country 
have not been quite in vain, yet there 
is still room for a let of improvement 
in the “accepted” way of dealing with 
bad tonsils in America. Espeeially 
does the rank and file of the meilical 
profession here need to stir out of its 
dumb apathy in respect to. this mod- 
ern method, and at least acknowledge 
that it is a good alternative for pa- 
tients who, for.one reason or another, 
cannot undergo a general anesthetic 
or risk the shock of surgical tonsil- 
leetomy ‘even under local anesthesia.

With them would come the whis- 
kers, the auburn hair, the carefully ad- 
justed waistcoat, leaning forward to 
emphasize three points: 

1.—That income tax proceeds, in ex- 
cess of the federal government's im- 
mediate needs, should be returned pro- 
portionately to the states. 

2.—That the World War cost would 
be borne by the next generation, 
through the suspension of payment on 
the principal of war bonds, while the 
interest is paid regularly. 

3.—That war debts owed this coun- 
try should be suspended for a genera- 
tion, “to enable them to buy our goods 
now.” 

One gathered that these beliefs may 
be heard from in the next congress, 
and in the 1952 nominating conven- 
tions,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(UP)
